Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 

1939- 

The  report  is  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  in  accordance  with  the  'ministry's  suggestion  it  is  not  issued  in 
printed  form  on  the  grounds  of  economy.  It  is  inevitably  late  in  its 
publication  as  certain  requisite  statistics  issued  by  the  Registrar 
General  were  delayed  and  also  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff  have  many  war  time  duties  to  carry  out  in 
addition  to  their  normal  work. 

I  had  in  mind  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  some  alteration 
in  the  Public  Health  Services  of  your  Authority  which  I  considered 
necessary.  The  advent  of  the  Far  has  rendered  it  inopportune  to  bring 
these  matters  up  and  th^y  must  now  wait  for  a  more  suitable  occasion 
after  the  War. 

During  the  year  I  have  introduced  and  carried  out  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  among  the  younger  children  in  the  Schools  and  among 
children  under  School  age.  As  you  will  see  from  figures  in  the  body 
of  the  report,  the  response  to  the  offer  of  this  preventive  treatment 
shows  that  there  was  a  considerable  demand  for  it  by  the  public.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


EATER . 


The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied,  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Eater  Works  Company,  and  the 
Company  have  extended  some  small  lengths  of  main  during  the  year.  No 
new  sources  of  supply  have  buen  provided.  The  Parish  of  Tutbury  is 
supplied  with  water  from  the  Rural  District  Council ?s  own  Scheme. 

The  supplies  in  each  case  have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  ore  taken  from  the  mains  in  Tutbury  every 
quarter,  and  those  arc  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist.  In 
each  case  the  result  of  the  examinations  has  been  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE • 

-  The  new  sewers  for  the  Parishes  of  Stretton,  Outwoods  and 
Brans ton  arc  completed  and  working  satisfactorily  and  the  connections 
of  properties  in  the  Parishes  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  serious  pollution  reported  or 
discovered  during  the  year  under  review'. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  change-over  from  horse-drawn  vehicles  to  a  covered 
mechanical  freighter  in  the  Parishes  of  Branston,  Outwroods ,  Rollcston- 
on-Dovc,  Stretton,  and  Tutbury,  has  been  very  beneficial  to  the 
residents  and  except  for  some  slight  dislocation  in  the  times  of 
collection  due  to  the  black-out  conditions,  the  change-over  has  been 
justified.
